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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because cut-away view of insulative material, insulative layer 
5 for example, MUST be cross-hatched as such. A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Regarding claim 1, line 2, applicant should clarify what is intended by "two conductors one 
on the other one a substrate." Applicant should clarify the structure intended by "in a state where 
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the two conductors are mutually insulated." In lines 5-6, the structure intended by "while the 
conductor that is an upper layer is used as an inductor conductor" is unclear. Claims 2-10 inherit the 
defects of the parent claim. 

Regarding claims 2 and 6, the term "substantially" is a relative term. 

Regarding claim 3, applicant should clarify what is intended by "long shapes." 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 8-10, as best understood in view of the rejection under 112 second 
paragraph, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by JP 10-208940. 

JP 10-208940 discloses an inductor element [figures 7-8] comprising: 

- a semiconductor substrate [3]; 

- an insulative layer [5]; and 

- upper and lower substantially circular spiral conductors [11, 12], 

wherein one end of the upper conductor is connected with one end of the lower conductor 
and upper conductor is used as an inductor conductor.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 



rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
8. Claims 3 and 6-7, as best understood in view of the rejection under 112 second paragraph, 

are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 10-208940. 

JP 10-208940 discloses the instant claimed invention except for the specific shape of the 

conductors. 

The specific shape of the conductors would have been obvious design consideration based 
on the intended application.
